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In  twelve  months,  American  farniert  sold  to 
Canadian  eitiei  and  towni,  178,000,000  of  agri' 
cultural  prodnctfl.  In  th«  same  twelve  months, 
Canadian  farmers  sold  to  American  cities  and 
towns  $42,000,000,  a  difference  o;  $31,000,000 
This  means  that  181,000,000  went  to  American 
farmers  that  Justly  belongs  to  the  Canadian 
farmers.  The  reason  this  has  happened  and 
the  reason  it  happens  every  year  is  that  there 
is  no  proper  thought  or  supervision  of  our  af 
flics  in  the  farmers  'interest,  and  we  intend 
to  protest  against  anv  Government  in  power, 
be  they  Liberal  or  Conservative,  so  long  as 
this  state  of  affairs  continues.  To  show  whj 
this  money  has  gone  to  American  instead  of 
Canadian  farmers,  we  need  only  examine  the 
following  rates  of  duty  which  show  that  we 
make  no  serious  attempt  to  keep  our  markets 
for  the  Canadian  farmer  while  the  United 
SUtes  keep  theirs  for  their  own.  We  give  some 
industrial  items  also  to  show  how  much  more 
encouragement  i«  given  to  production  and  em 
ployment  in  the  U.  S.  than  is  given  in  Canada.

We  have  translated  these  rates  into  the 
same  terms  for  each  country  and  while  in  most 
eases  they  are  exact,  in  some  they  are  only 
approximate. 

By  the  unfairness  of  these  rates  $31,000,000 
circulates  amongst  American  farmers  instead 
of  amongst  Canadian  farmers.  Imagine  what 
a  difference  if  our  farmers  had  this  extra 
131,000,000  every  year  to  spend  in  Canada.  It 
would  keep  Canadian  factories  going  and 
would  keep  Canadian  workmen  employed,  and 
this  would  still  further  arfd  to  the  farmers' 
market.  There  were  300,00u  farmers'  custom- 
ers driven  out  of  Canada  in  1923  by  towering 
the  tariff  and  the  American  tariff  now  stands 
between  those  customers  and  our  farmers.
